How To End Vietnam 

A while back in this wicked world of ours, I heard a gasp of 
supreme sanitv from the chambers of the US Senate (that's right, 
the US Senate). B * 

Senator George Aiken of Vermont produced what the New York 
Times called "an ingenious plan to ond the war in Vietnam." 
^ * S * sussested the Senator, should simply declare itself 
the victor in the combat, and that 1;ne war is therefore over. 
And presumably every one comes back for victory parades. 

I go for this Aiken plan. Here :.s a marvelous chance to put 
the strange techniques of public relations and image making 
to some socially useful purpose. 

We are in a pretty hopeless position in Vietnam, p-iven our 
commitment to a limited war. Unless we use the Big Fire 
Cracker, it appears North Vietnam can continue to carry on the 



We are now working on what is called the civil side of the war, 
inflicting preat punishment on the Viet Cong, while trying 
through the Manila Conference and other means to get the South 
Vietnamese off their butts to do the 30b of pacification of their 
own people which had to be done. 

It has been duly noted that the man charged with the spending 
of these funds (money spent on war for last seven years), Mr. 
R. Strange McNamara was nowhere to be found during the 
high diplomatic doings in Manila. This despite the fact he 
knows more about the war than anyone. 

There is a considerable body of military opinion which 
holds that we have already won our limited action, and there is 
really no place to go in the warfare sense. 

It requires nothing more than a decision at the top, by LBJ 
himself, to go along with this datum, and set it to grinding 
the propaganda mills of the Pentagon. 

The word would be, massively, "We've won the war." 

Mr. McNamara would have little conferences with the right kind 
of reporters and mass media sages in general. 

McNamara would have a long chat with US News & World Report. 
The Alsops and Roscoe Drummonds would be put in the picture. 
The heads of the Telly Networks would be brought to a White 
House dinner. 

This is the traditional American Way to broadcast a massive 
lie. It probably works better with a lie than witfcr a truth, 
since the really professional propagandist feels his hands are 
tied when he is told to broadcast a verity. 

But there is no reason why it shouldn't work if the truth, 
or very close to the truth, is at stake. And the truth is we 
have won the war, in a military sense. 

Why not say so? Why not employ every trick in our capacious 
bag to announce that our business in Vietnam is at an end, 
and leave the South Vietnamese in the South to pacify themselves 
without our help.

LONDON: Both Prime Minister Maddux and Foreign Secretary 
Powlesland appeared before Parliament today, to answer questions 
regarding the present crisis precipitated fey a German invasion 
of France.

LETTERS ABOUT TEE "GILLILAND" QUESTION: 

James Latimer writes: 

Agree completely with your analysis of the "Gilliland" Question. 

Rod W&lker writes: 

Just received ARMAGEDDGNIA #3. I cannot agree with you more 
(re: your editorial). Attacking one's own unit with support is 
a will-known and normally accepted dodge to avoid the consequences 
of the rule that one may not support one's own unit, when it is 
ordered to move, in case it is stood off. I have used this 
device myself and have also ruled it legal in games which I have 
Gamesmasteredo In the example you used, the English unit in 
Denmark should have stood. I agree with you that arguing that 
the attack was conditional is, at best, begging the question. 
Of course, one expects that Gamesmasters will differ in their 
interpretations, and I am willing to put up with any number of 
strange and unusual rulings. However, I think there are times 
which strangeness gives way to asininity. There is absolutely nothing 
in the Rules which supports a ruling in favor of Russia in the 
situation you outlined— and there is much to support the 
position that the English in Denmark should stand. If the two 
rules (1) that a player may not force his unit to retreat and 
(2) that equal force stands off equal force, then the interpretation 
of the situation is clear. Further, to rule otherwise is highly 
unrealistic, since it allows an inferior force to defeat a 

superior one, contrary to the express statement in the Rules 
regarding the role of superior force.

James Latimer writes: 

Here's what I think on that problem in ARMAGEDDGNIA : 
F West Med- Tyrrhenian; Standoff in Wert Med and F Tyrrhenian 
must retreat.

Except as underlined and noted above, the moves succeddl 
Suggest you read the rules againi OK? HA! 

Rod Walker writes: 

...((Walker would rule the same as Reinsel)) That is, all moves 
succeed except the French move to the WMed. Ithink the interpretation 



of this situation depends upon the phrase "turns to face its 
attacker" in the rules. That supposes that a unit, giving support 
in one direction, is attacked from another direction. But this is 
not the case. The attack comes from pecisely the same province 
into which support is given. Therefore, the support is not cut, 
Ucaust. the supporting unit is already engaged on that 

front. Therefore it does not need to "turn to face its attacker. 
((Precisely. This wastEe pointl was trying to get across 
in the first example—which I incidently botched up. I 
intended to have the Italian F Tyr attack Tunis and 
France to move: F WMED-Tyr; F Tun (S) F WMed-Tyr.)) 
Therefore, even while the Italian F TyrS is being defeated, 
it can support a move from Gtffon to the WMed. Further, the 
Rules are also explicit: "If a unit ordered to support ia 
a given province is attacked from a different province..." 
The emphasis is as in the original. Therefore, since the attack 
in this case did not come from a different province, it cannot 
be cut. The Italian move F GLyon-WMed therefore must succeed. 

John A. McCallum writes: 

Neither of the supports moves is cut. Tunis isn't attacked, so 
that support move is, of course, pood. The Tyrrhenian is attaced 
from the space to which it is supporting and so the support is 
not cut. (The rulebook's "A unit ordered to support in a given 
province is attacked from a different province" has tobe read 
as in or into . This rather slovenly use of in to mean into or in 
appears in several places in the book,) Here the province isn't; 
different and so this support also is good. 

((Then McCallum goes on to argue in essentially the same manner 

as Walker. Can't print the rest, as we're running out of master.))
